A*  a 
natural  conaeqnence  It  fall.  Into  the  hand,  of 

purely  literary  men.  But  such  writers,  lu  look¬ 
ing  about  for  material,  will  not  be  altfHcted  by 
billed  and  I  those  parts  of  history  which  afford  Instruction, 
for  nothing  is  duller  tnan  political  Instruction  ; 
they  will  look  about  for  eiciUof  events,  for 
wars  aud  revelution*.  And  therefore  to  such  a 
couutxy  the  heroes  of  ware  and  revolutions 
must  steadily  rise  In  reputation.  Sotoe  time 
ago  I  expressed  u»y  eploloo  that  “  Macaulay  s 
History"  ha*  Introducsd  a  period  of  decline  lu 
that  department  of  historical  literature  which 
ileal*  with  recent  periods.  It  ha*  drive*  out, 
l  tnafbtained,  the  true  and  high  concept**,  of 

hUt3ry  sod  replaced  tl  by  a  false,  vulgar,  and 

poptBar  conception.  Now  the  corrupt  fash¬ 
ion  then  introduced,  which  assumed  that 
genius  is  shown  in  history  solely  by  vivid,  pic¬ 
turesque  language,  and  that  Investigation,  erit- 
u’lSQD,  and  historical  philosophy,  are  mere  hum¬ 
drum  ill  Which  no  genius  can  poaslbly  be  shown; 
that,  in  abort,  •  historian  Is  simply  *  brilliant 
narrator,  and  not  rather  an  Investigator  and  a 
discoverer — this  corrupt  fashion  e— ntlairy  con 
aisled  la  the  historian  proper  belag  superseded  , 
by  the  literary  man  writing  hlatory.  Since  the 
time  when  Macaulay,  who  might  so  well  have 
claimed  the  former  title,  elected  to  appear  In 
the  latter  part.
